1„ Russian colonizers arc arriving continuously in western Hungary, particularly 
in the district south of Soproru They are accompanied by their families and

2* The colonizers arc mainly Ukrainians who have distinguished themselves in 

the partisan wars* All of them are equipped with light weapons and some even 
have automatic weapons; maneuvers arc carried out by all twice a week* They 
are clad in Russian civilian attire of a uniform style and color, which could 
be some sort of uniform without insignia* 

3* Under instructions from Russian occupation authorities, the colonizers are 
forbidden to maks contact -with the Hungarian people .
